Occasionally @ stowaway is 
found who is a good workman, or 
seaman, but over whom there comes 
at somewhat irregular intervals an 
overwhelming desire to stow himself 
away on an outgoing liner, just like 
any poor down and outer.

Oh* the stowaways! 
when we used to get four or five 
every trip. Now I have not had one 
for nearly a year, They are trouble- 
You never know 
how to treat them, and few have the 
smallest sense of honor or the faint- 
est idea of how much trouble they 
can make for an officer. 

Some are terribly lazy. I remember 
one time when I was sailing from 
Europe to the troples. We were just 
well out to sea when five grinning 
gentlemen clambered out of their hid- 
ing places.

Pearl oysters are found at a dopth 
of from 5 to 80 fathoms. Women who 
are employed in Japan for the work 
dive to the bottom without any spe 
fal apparatus and retain thelr breath 
when under water.

In the cold weather they will dive 
for an hour and then return to shore 
and warm themseives at the fire 
specially built fer this purpose, re- 
suming their work again after partak- 
ing of a frugal meal of rice and fish. 

The divers range in age from 13 to 
40 years. It has been found, how- 
ever, that those from 25 to 35 make 
the best workers because of thelr phy- 
sical strength and experlence. Some 
of these women will bring to the sur- 
face # score, or even 60 oysters In a 
minute from a depth of 13 fathoms. 
Partly to realize what this means you 
have only to lie at the bottom of a 
six-foot-deep swimming bath while 
you count 60, and then remember 
that these women stay for the same 
length -of time, and more, at 12 to 13 
times that pressure and depth, busily 
working with their hands the whole 
while ; 

The hours of labor vary with the 
seasors, in warm weather about six 
to elght hours constitute a day's work, 
and at this time of year three divers 
have been known to collect 1,000 oys- 
ters between them.

The sull considered best suited to the 
Cultivation of tbe strawberry in the 
worthensteru part of the United States 
ts what 1s known as a sandy or gravel- 
ly loam, A warm, qhick soll, although 
Daturally poor, ts to be preferred to a 
heavy, retentive soll well supplied with 
plant food. ‘Mbe Incking plant food can 
@asily be supplied by the addition of 
fertilizers, while the physical charace 
teristics of (he soll cau only be modl- 
fied witb great difficulty by cultivation, 
Grainage und the addition of organte 
matter, Congenital soll and exposure 
are therefore important considerations, 
The plants not only thrive better on 
Nght solls, but the crop fs more abun- 
dant, and the berrics ure larger and 
siveeter, The period of maturity can 
also be modified within reasonable Iitn- 
fts by selecting solls which force or re- 
tard ripening, by securing sunthern or 
eastern-exposures, which give the plants 
the advantage ot the first warm days 
of spring, or by placing them on north: 
ert and western slopes, where by the 
use of heavy mu'ches the thne of rij 
ening may be delayed as much as ten 
days, and by the use of late ripening 
ports can be extended even longer.

the harrow, and the surface should bd 
reduced to a condition which would 
form an ideal seed bed. 

Preparation of the Soll. 

If the soll is not rich for best results 
ft should have a dressing of at least 
twenty cart loads of well decomposed 
stable manure per acre, either plowed 
under or incorporated with tbe soll by, 
surface culture after plowing. If sta- 
ble manure is not available plant food 
ehould be supplied by a liberal use of 
finely ground bone, chemical manures 
and potash. The use upon the plants 
at blooming time of highly nitroge 
nous manures, such as nitrate of soda, 
at the rate of about 100 pounds per 
acre, often proves of grent value. If 
it can be applied in solution it will 
give quicker results than if put on in 


| the form of a elt If the fertility of 


the soil is little more than sufficient to 
support this plant when the heavy 
6train of frult production comes on the 
plant will only perfect the nnimber of 
fruits its food supply will allow; hence 
the advantage of applying quickly. 
avallable plant foods just at this crit- 
ical time. 

Plants with small crowns—L e., a 
‘moderate growth of Jeaves—and with 
an abundant development of fibrous 
roots are the most desiruble. If the 
leaf area seems to be too great for the 
root system of the plant the removal 
of two or three of the older leaves will 
prove an advantage. 

Horticultural varieties of strawber 
ries occur with imperfect ‘(or pistillate) 
flowers as well as with perfect flow- 
ers (those containing-both stamens and 
pistils), It {is important that the plant- 
er give careful attention to this point 
in making his plantation, as a patch. ° 
made up of pistillate sorts alone will 
be unproductive, while many such 
sorts when properly interspersed with 
perfect flowered varieties have proved 
to be our largest fruited sorts and most 
prolific bearers. ‘There is no way of 
distinguishing the perfect from the 
imperfect plants when not !n bloom. 

When to Set the Plants. 

There are several considerations 
which govern the time and manner of 
setting strawberry plants, The time 
to plant depends fu humid regions more 
upon the rainfall than upon any other 
factor, If there are not timely rains 
at the planting senson to give the 
plants an opportunity to establish 
themselves the stand will be uneven, 
Mith the result that more work will be 
required to keep the land free from 
weeds and more trouble will be neces- 
sary to get the blank spaces occupied 
by runners from the plants that sur- 
vive, The plants that withstand the 
drought are checked and dwarfed. 
They seldom recover so as to make

It is most satisfactory and 
most economical, therefore, to choose 
that senson which offers must advan- 


} tages at planting time, other things be 


ing equal In general there are only 


' two sensons for plauting—spring and 
| fall—but in some localities spring plant. 
' ing should be done tn April or May by 


the use of the preceding seuson's 
plants, while in others It may be done 
in June from the crop of runners of 
the same seuson, 

In Irrigated regions planting can be 
done at whatever season the work will 
give best results tn future crop pro- 
duction, In bumid regions rainfall ts 
a determining factor, In the northern 
half of the prairie region west of the 
Mississipp! spring planting gives best 
results. In the middle Atlantic states 
the work is divided between spring 
and August planting, with the balance 
in favor of the latter in some locall- 
ties. In New England the work ts 
chiefly confined to the spring months, 
although there ure enthusiastic advo 
cates of fall planting. Ju cuust states 
south of New York Angust and Sep- 
tember planting is must extensively 
practiced, particularly upon the more 
retentive soils. In the trucking region 
on the Islands abont-Charleston, 8. U., 
epring planting 1s extensively prac- 
ticed, as it results in a paying crop the 
following year, while only a sinall crop 
can be harvested from fall set plants. 
On these quick soils the plant can be 
grown as an annual, and farther 
south, in Georgia and Mlorida, the fall 
set plants will return a protitahle crop 
the following spring, On the heavier 
soils of Sonth Carolina, however, fall 
planting, with the paying crop one 
year from the following spring, is the 
most protitable method. ‘The particn- 
lee time during the summer or fall 
when the planting sbould be done will 
be governed hy the occurrence of the 
eensonal rains—-tf io July and August, 
plant then; If in September and Octo- 
ber, plant at that tine, If the earlier 
dute can be taken ndvantage of, 80

Big Problems. 


If Canaca had a population of fifty 
millions then Montreal would prob- 
ably have a population of two imil- 
lions; Toronto a pos ulation ef one and 
a half iillions; Winnipeg and Var 
couver one! million each, and so on 
Do you think that Montreal is pla. 
ning for that pop ation or that any 
other of the ejties mentioned is mak- 
ing preparations to take case of the 
people which are sure to come in the 
‘next thirty-five years? asks Norm. 
Patterson in The Canadian Courier. 
When Canada has fifty million 
population the Canadian Government’ 
will be spending about a billion (or 
a thousand million) dollars each year 
instead »f 147 million: as at present. 
very anember of Parliament will 
have five times as many jobs and 
positions to hand cut to ‘s followers 
as he has now and jive times as many 
claimants for them, The railways 
will Be carrying about ten times as 
many people every day ns they are 
carrying now, They will require te: 
*times the number of locomotives, pas- 
senger cars, and freight cars | They 
will have ten times the number of 
employes, If the Canadian Pacific 
Railway keeps on growing at the rate 
it has been growing it will then be 
paying wages to about £00,009 peopie

In 1912 Canada j} voducec a little 
over 200 million bushels of wheat; 


when she has fifty millions of people 
she should be producing 1,000 million 
bushels per annum, or a third more 
than is now produced annually by 
either Russia or the United States, 
the two great wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world. 

In 1902 we had 18,000 miles of 
tteam railway; in 1912 wo haa 26,000 
In that ten years we added 8,060 miles 
of railway.

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SCHOOL GARDENS, 


Ontarlo ts Making Rapi:' Strides tm 
This Direction, | 


The school garden movement ie 
making encouraging progress in On- 
tarie, During 1912, two hundred awd 
fift, sehools shared in the distribu- 
tion of material, which csnsisted cf 
collections of forest tree secdlinss 
from the Norfolk forestry farm; pae-! 
kets of barley, alfalfa, lettuce, onion 
seed, flax, and other seeds for experi- 
mental plota, all of which was seut 
out free. Material for which a charge 
was made consisted of flower and 
vegetable seeds for the school gardeu 
or the child's home garden, tulip 
bulbs for fall planting, vines for de. 
corating thé school or covering out- 
buildings, shrubbery for planting on 
the school grounds, The schools shar. 
ing in the wor are mostly in We-t- 
ern Ontario, but some schools in the 
newer parts of the province have 
joined in the work, 

Durirg 1913, seed will be supplied 
free on the understanding thas it js 
to be used strictly for educational 
purposes. School progress clubs will 
be promoted and other plans develop. 
ed for further extension of the school 
garden idea. And the spread of this 
fystem should result in making the 
rural school a place with beautiful 
surroundings, a cradle of scientilie 
agriculture, and a practical training 
ground for making raw schoolboys ius 
to skilled farmers. 

A sample record of an experiment 
in the sowing of barley, mad: by a 
pupil in Waterloo County, shows the 
following net results: Four sowing 
were made, May 10th, 23rd, 31st, and 
June 12th; seeds germinated (in or- 
der) May 20th, 29th, June 6th, June 
16th; estimated yield pet acre (in or. 
25 bushels, 20 bushels,! 
16 bushels, 10 bushels; quality of 
seed, gord, fair, fair, small. Surety 
this will prove a practical demonstra- 
tion, to this boy and his schoolmates,’ 
of the value of early sowing! 

Of course, the suecess of this work 
depends upon intelligent directions, 
in the first instance, by the depart- 
ment, and in the detailed working out 
of instructions, by the teacher. ‘To 
qualify-the Public School teacher for 
efficient work in elementary agricul. 
ture special training of Normal] srad- 
uates is given in connection with tha 
Agriculturel College; summer school 
sessions are also held and winter 
reading courses outlined, Special cer- 
tifleates in Elementary Agricultura 
anl Horticulture are issued to teach- 
ers. passing the requisite examina- 
tions, 

One of the great obstacles to ths 
successful teaching of agriculture in 
the rural school is the large number 
of classes and the wide curriculum 
to be handled, in so many schools, by, 
a single teacher. The consolidation 
pan now so successfully operated in

Also. and this is a still 
more serious angle of the problem, for 
every seven dollurs worth of wheat 
exported nearly four dollar was taken 
out of the country iu the form of pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid and nitrogen 
This is robbing the soil with a ven- 
gaance against the time of our child- 
ren and our children’s children. Some 
day the American farmer will pay for 
his carelessness aud hisdevotion to the 
one-crop system. 

A revised system of farm manage- 
ment which will permit the mainte- 
natce of fertility does not mean a 
lessened production of wheat. Fed 
land will furuish an increased yield 
per acre to offset the seasons devoted 
to other factors iu a proper crop ro- 
tation, The German wheat average 
is 83 bushels per ac:e, but the Ger- 
man farmer does not grow wheat on 
the same land every year. Many an 
American has halved his acreage and 
doubted his yield. ‘It may bea cen- 
tury before thecountry at large has 
done as much ; but you can do it wifb 
in a few years. Way not? 


Substitute Woods 


Over 1200 wood-using industries io 
Ontario contributed the data for a 
bulletin on this industry now being 
issued by the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa. Thirty four different kinds 
of wood are being used by these in- 
dustries and the detailed inform- 
ation regarding the various uses to 
which such woods are put, should be 
of considerable value not only ta ae 
manufacturer by showing new means 
of waste disposal, but also to ie 
house holder by indicating what nat- 
ive woods are best fitted botiae daeall- 
the more expensive imported stock, 
for interior decoration, furniture and 
flooring. 

The bulletin also shows incident- 
ally the increasing poverty of Ontario 
with regard to the more valuable 
work woods. Almost half of the 
thicty four kinds of wood: used are 
obtained principally from outside 
sources and three and one half mil- 
lion dollars are anuually sent out of 
the province for imported wood stock. 
The imported oak alone costs one 
million siz hundred thousand dollars 
annually, for this tree has become 
commercially extinct in Ontario 
while the hickory and chestnut 
groves of southeru Ontario have also, 
almost entirely disappeared. Even 
wood clear white pine is becoming 

hard to obtain and its market value 
is steadily rising for it represents 
tweuty one per cent of the total wood 
consumption in Ontario for industrial 
purposes 

Of more interest to the small con- 
sumer of wood-products are the side 
lights the bulletin throws on the pos 
sibility of substituting cheap home 
grown woods for the foreign species 
now used so extensively. Recent 
tests made of their physical proper- 
ties have demonstrated the suitability 
for certain purposes of many native 
species, hitherto despised by the 
dealers. For hardwood flooring iu 
place of the oak and miple now in 
general use, may be substituted the 
home grown birch and beech,which 
jtake a high polish and have the ad- 
| vantage of being considerably cheap- 
er. Likewise tor interior finishing, 
| the expensive oak cin be very glosely 
|imitated by stained black ash and 
|atained birch is almost indistinguish- 
able from mahogany, while stained 
red gum requires an expert to distin- 
guish it from the costly Circassian 
walnut, The new expensive white 
pine is being replaced, where durab- 
jility is not a requisite, by the cheaper 
|} spruce, basswood and elm. Poplar 
and balsam-fir are two of the most 
common trees in Ontario and that 
they have wider uses is evident 
the fact that poplaris highly valued 
for hardwood flooring in Manitoba 
lwhile balsam tir is perhaps the most ! 
|widely used native species in the 
| Maritime provinces. 
| Thebulletin also indicates the exist- 
ence of a market in Ontario for 
sumac, apple and cherry logs.
